In comparing the financial state- 
ment of 1942 and 1943 it will ve 
noted that while the cash balance in 
the bank is lower this year there 
has been an increase in Victory 
Bonds, The town now has $5,000 in 
Victory Bonds which has been svi 
aside in the hope of using this for 
improving the water works after tis 
war, 

The town levied for municipal pur- 
poses in 1943 $5,474.88 of which $4- 
178.58 was collected leaving a bat 
‘ance of the current levy uncollectea 
at tlie end of the year of $701.05 
(This is mostly levy on lands unde: 
the tax recovery act, 

$1,100.00 was taken out of the sur- 
plus for current expenditures; alsv 
the cost of the cement sidewalk an: 
garbage removal was also take, 
out of surplus. 

The waterwroks shows a surplus of 
$767.36, and also the commuwuity 
hall, less the cost of the roof, show+ 
a small surplus, 


A new roof was constructed on the | 
i this exulense to be born by the Alber- 


hall during, the year which has now 
overcome the leaky condition of the 
roof and removed the danger of dam- 
age to the interior. 'Ihis new roof 1s 
covered by a ten year guarantce, 

The revenue from the hall, apar: 
from the cost of the ne./ roof, has 
more than paid the ordinary expens- 
es. There is stil] considerable work 
to be done on the inside of the hali 
as the ceiling has become damagca 
from rain. The walls also require at- 
tention and the possibility of some 
new seats should be given consideru- 
tion, 

IRRIGATION REPORT 

The pipe lines and pumpivg appar 
atus have been maintained in gooa 
condition throughout the season. 
Some repairs are necessary to the 
automatic switch which apparently 
bas (been damaged by frost and has 
not been working efficiently result- 
ing in the pressure running low at 
times. A good supply of water was 
maintained in the lake throughout 
the season. 

A bad leak has developed in the 
outlet near the gate which it was nov 
possible to repair while the water 
was in the lake. /This will need to 
be attended to before filling the lake 
for another season, The Eventide 
frome take water from the jake 
through their own pumping system. 
REPORT FIRE, LIGHT, POLICK 

Two fire calls were registered dur- 
ing the year to which the brigade re- 
sponded without undue delay, One 
fire destroyed a barn and a number 
of smal] buildings, This fire broke 
out in the early morning: and was 
well advanced before an alarm was 
sounded, The other occured several 
miles’ from from town and the as- 
sistance of the fire department was 
requested, ‘The fire brigade arrivea 
in time to prvent the fire from spreaa- 
ing to other buildivgs in the vicinity. 
A good supply of chemicals ig kept 
on hand at all times. 

An inspection of the fire fighting 
equipment and facilities was made 
during the year by a representativ: 
of the Fire Underwriters and it was 
intimated that unless the systein 
could begreatly improved it woula 
possibly lead to an increase in the 
fire iysurance rates over the whole 
town. 

The compressor was overhauled 
and kept in good shape. It has been 
suggested that some improvement be 
made to the fire alarm or that this 
be replaced with a bell. Some re- 
pairs will be necessary to the fire 
equipment next year in order to main- 
tain the efficiency of the fire fight- 
ing equipment. 

{The lighit and power for the town 
is supplied by the Calgary Power 
Company, and this service has been 
very satisfactory. 

Some minor complaints were filed 
with the police department during 
the year and these were dealt with 
promptly. No convictions under the 
town by-laws were recorded, A police 
patrol is maintained at. the discretion 
of the police committee and the R.C. 
MP. 

PUBLIC WORKS 
‘The streets of thie tawn were grad- 


ed and dragged several times during 
the year and the goverment grader 
scarified and graded the main strect, 

The drainage ditch through the 
town was cleaned out and all cul- 
verts were cleaned out and kept 
clear of weeds and rubbishi, 

The plank sidewalks in town were 
kept in as good: repair as possible. 
In come cases the stringers have 
becom rotted away and will not hold 
nails, These will have to be renewed 
The plank sidewalk on Gleichen 
Street was extended about 180 feet 
from the corner of 7th Avenue east. 
This sidewalk was badly needed by 
people coming from that direction to 
town as they were lnable to use 
chat street in wet weather, 

The old plank sidewalk fiom the 
nonument corner east to the high- 
vay was in bad condition, and thjs 
ias been replaced with a cement side- 
walk, the cost of which was taken out 
the surplus account as also ways 
che cros:ing from the monument cox- 
wer to the Canada Cafe and from 
the Canada Cafe to corner of the 
velephone office grounds. A request 
was received from the telephone 
company to extend this sidewalk to 
the evtrance of the telephone office, 
ta Government 'T'elephones, This was 
done and paid for by them. 

There were a yumbey of serious 
leaks in the water works system 
mainly in the service connections ana 
were located during the year. It was 
also found that some of the trouble 
in maintaining an even pressure was 
due to leakages in consumers ap- 
pliances, such as leaky faucets, 
toilets, etc. After these were re 
paired the pressure has been considey 
ably improved. 

An inspection of the wells and water 

syotem generally was undertaken by 
Calgary Power waterworks engineers 
who made a thorough survey of the 
system. As a result one well hus 
been abandoned for the time being 
owing to an apparent cave in. This 
well has not supplied much water for 
t number of years. Another wel] was 
orushed and baled out and adjust. 
nents made to the cylinder and is 
now giving good servic , 

‘The roof of one of tie pumphouses 
was re-shingled as this roof was 
leaking badly. One new connection 
was made during the year 
HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 

'The health of the town this year 
has been exceptionally good. No 
contagious diseases were reported. 
There was no inspection of the town 
by the provincia] health officer, The 
local board of health, in co-operation 
with the town council issued an order 
to the residents to have all premises 
cleaned up and the garbage placed in 
a convenient place where it could be 
easily accessable for hpuling away. 
The town instituted a garbage re- 
moval system whereby the town 
would be cleaned up and garbage 
hauled away several times a month 
during hot weather and as inecessary 
when the weather became colder. This 
removed to a great extent the danger 
of disease by flies. Cafes and dairies 
have been kept in sanitary condition 
throughout the year,

Post-War Relief For Europe 


FOREMOST AMONG THE MANY problems which must be dealt with 
by the United Nations at the close of the war, will be that of providing 
the oppressed people of Europe with the necessities of life. This will be 
a vast undertaking, and it will have to be commenced at the earliest pos- 
sible moment after hostilities cease. 
realized and already plans have been made for the alleviation of the suf- 
fering of the many thousands of people who are now under Nazi domina- 
tion, 
set up, and at a conference held in Atlantic City not long ago, the prob- 
able needs of these people, and the means of securing relief for them, were 
discussed. It is apparent that there will be need of close international 
co-operation in the gigantic task, and as a great food producing nation 
Canada will be in a position to contribute much toward the relief of those 
countries where appalling conditions of famine and disease now prevail.

Estimates Of quirements for relief for the occupied countries of 
Europe during the six months following the end of 
Future Needs the war, are contained in a report which was sub- 
mitted by the Inter-Allied Committee on Post-War Requirements to the 
United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration conference. This 
Inter-Allied Committee sits in London, and the figures in its report were 
based on the opinions of experts from France, Holland, Greece, Belgium 
and the other Occupied Countries.

month period will be 45,855,000 tons. This does not include the needs of 
Russia or of neutral or enemy countries. The goods to be imported will 
require 23,485,000 tons of shipping space, which is a little more than the 
total shipping space available to Great Britain and the Dominions in 1939. 
Shipments would be made up of 89,000 tons of drugs and medical supplies, 
7,332,000 tons of food, 1,150,000 tons of coal and coke for domestic and 
industrial purposes, and 9,462,000 tons of base metals and materials for 
construction work.

tective foods at the recent meeting 
of the Nutritional Panel of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, Lon- 
don, Eng. First came the green 
vegetables, broccoli tops, watercress, 
mustard and cress, brussels sprouts, 
and spinach, rich in carotene, and 
very rich in Vitamin C, and contain- 
ing useful contributions of iron and 
calcium, although it was doubtful 
whether the calcium in the spinach 
was utilizable. F 
Next came cabbage and cauliflower 
which still contained substantial 
amounts of vitamin C but neglible 


| quantities of carotene. In green vege 


tables, carotene is associated with 
greenness. When the heart of a cab- 
bage is blanched, it thereby forfeits 
its rank in the highest class of pro- 
tective vegetables. 

Tomato and lettuce fell in the mid 
dle of the list. They contained more 
carotene but much less vitamin C, 

Vegetables with only one-fifth of 
the concentration of green were 
placed at the bottom of the list, 
namely, turnips, green peas, radish, 
leeks, parsnips, string beans, and 
onions. Asparagus, cucumber, celery, 
and marrow contained so little vita- 
mins or minerals that they could 
not be graded at all, said the report.

Winter Feed For Sheep! 


Proper Nutrition Plays A Very 
| Important Part In Wool 
Production 

The war demand for still more wool | 
brings into prominence the fact that} 
the winter feeding of roughage to 
| sheep constitutes a problem in the 
production of high quality wool. 
Proper nutrition plays an important 
}part in wool production. Half- 
starved sheep cannot produce wool in 
quantity, or quality, because the in- 
crease in the amount of wool is the} 
result of a combination of factors. | 
|The most important factor is plenty | 
of good feed. When proper feed is 
lacking a short weak fibre is pro- 
duced and the value of the wool is 
decreased by at least two cents a 
| pound. 


The proper 


feeding of . roughage 
necessitates a proper manner of) 
feeding it, which in turn demands 
the greatest care on the part of the 
shepherd to produce racks of suit- 
able type. A desirable type of rack | 
is one so constructed that small por- 
tions of the feeding material, such| 
as chaff and leaves of legymes, may | 
not lodge in the fleece of the sheep 
as the sheep feed at the rack, There 
are many types of racks, specifica- | 
tions for which may be obtained) 
{by applying to any Dominion Experi- 
mental Farm or Station, or Agricul- 
ture College. 


| 
To protect the fleece of the sheep, 
when feeding material is being car- | 
‘ried to the racks, it should not be 
passed over their backs. It is better 
to remove the flock before the racks | 
are to be filled. At all times care! 
should be taken to prevent litter| 
| falling on the fleeces. For the same 
reason, sheep should never be allowed | 
to feed from the side of a hay or a 
straw rack because such a method 
is ruinous to the production of high 
| quality wool, through seeds and chaff, 
getting into the fleece.

FIGHTING T.B, IN INDUSTRY 


“Findings indicate that in indus- 
trial groups not previously surveyed, 
one may expect to find 264 persons 
in every 100,000 who require treat- | 
ment for pulmonary tuberculosis,” 
Says Dr. A. R. Riddell of the Indus-| 
trial Division of the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Health, in a recent article in 
Health magazine. ‘The majority of 
these should be in sanatoria. In ad- 
dition there are some 346 in every 
100,000 concerning whom there is 
some doubt,” Dr. Riddell continues. 
Knowing as he does the expense 
entailed in the use of standard X-ray 
films in the handling of large groups, 
Dr. Riddell recommends the photo- 
fluorographic miniature films. These 
have proved most satisfactory and 
are, for all practical purposes, minia- 
ture X-ray photographs, “They are 
readily examined,’ says Dr. Riddell, 
“and can easily be stored in small 
space to be kept for record pur- 
poses.” Small films are examined 
through the use of a suitable mag- 
nifying instrument, or, mpon being 
enlarged, may be projected on a 
screen such as is used for lantern 
slides. 

Since this miniature film was 
pioneered in 1924 by Dr. Abreu of 
Brazil, it has been adopted in Can- 
ada, the United States, Great Bri- 
tain, Australia, and Germany. In 
both Great Britain and the United 
States it is used in examining the 
personnel of navies, Australia uses | 
it in the examination of recruits for | 
the fighting forces, and Canada, in 
mass chest radiography of the R.C.- 
A.F, personnel. 

Many industrial workers are being 
examined in Ontario. In all cases 
this is just a preliminary screening. 
Those found to require medical ad- 
vice are so advised by the plant doc- 
tor.
